Warning to the World: 
The World as We Know It Will Be Destroyed 



To everyone who is working a secular job, in public schools, and secular 
colleges or universities: 

I understand your reasons for working these jobs and attending these schools. The primary 
reasons are money and knowledge. However, I am here to tell you the truth about the world 
that we currently live in. Whether or not you believe this, the world as we know it will be 
destroyed. We are living in the last days of this planet called Earth. 

The truth is found in the Holy Bible, the King James Version of 1611. Now, most of you 
may think that the Bible is an old religious book that has no relevance in the world today. 
However, the Bible has revealed itself in the verses that will be quoted in this letter and the 
events that are taking place in the world today. 

The signs of these last days are that there will be wars and rumors of wars. Nation will rise 
up against nation, and kingdom against kingdom. Also, there will be earthquakes and 
famines (Matthew 24:6-7, KJV). We already see this taking place in the world with the 
ongoing political unrest in the Middle East. There are children dying of starvation in Africa. 
This is the reason why you are hearing about the typhoon in the Philippines, the earthquakes 
in Japan, the Haiti earthquake, Hurricane Katrina in New Orleans, and other natural disasters 
that have happened in this world in recent times. The events that are taking place in the 
world today are not mere coincidences. The Holy Bible, God's Word, told us that these 
things are going to happen. 

However, this is only the beginning of things that are going to happen to the world. There 
will be a ruler known as the Antichrist who will rule during the worst time in the history of 
the world. This period of time is called the Tribulation. Matthew 24:21 reads, "For then 
shall be great tribulation, such as was not since the beginning of the world to this time, no, 
nor ever shall be." The Antichrist will deceive many people in the world during the 
Tribulation (Revelation 13:14, KJV). Nobody will be able to buy or sell anything (including 
food) unless they take the mark (Revelation 13:16-17, KJV). Satan, the Devil, is the one 
behind the agenda of the Antichrist. (Revelation 12:9) Do not be deceived by the Antichrist 
because he is against the true God, who made the heavens and earth, and His Son Jesus 
Christ (2 Thessalonians 2:3-12, KJV). 

The truth is not found in secular jobs, colleges, or universities. In fact, these institutions are 
not even allowed to tell you the truth about God and Jesus Christ because of their very 
nature. These institutions are worldly and are founded upon the traditions of men. In 1 
Corinthians 1:21, it reads, "For after that in the wisdom of God the world by wisdom knew 
not God, it pleased God by the foolishness of preaching to save them that believe." People 
who are completely involved in worldly affairs do not really know God. They may go to 
church on Sunday and claim to be Christians, but on Monday through Friday (and 
sometimes Saturday) these people are working secular jobs and/or attending secular schools, 



colleges, and universities. Matthew 6:24 in the King James Version reads, "No man can 
serve two masters: for either he will hate the one, and love the other; or else he will hold to 
the one, and despise the other. Ye cannot serve God and mammon." This means that you 
cannot claim to know the true God and be involved in worldly jobs and schools. It will not 
work. People who do this are double minded by the standards of the Bible. James 1:8 in the 
King James Version reads as follows: "A double minded man is unstable in all his ways." 

In order to know the truth about the Holy Bible, God's Word and Jesus Christ, you must 
repent, or turn away from your sins (all of the bad things you have done) and ask God to 
forgive you of your sins and accept his Son, Jesus Christ, as Lord and Savior. You also have 
to renounce the things of this world (worldly jobs, schools, colleges, and universities) 
because the Bible says ". . .whosoever therefore will be a friend of the world is the enemy of 
God." (James 4:4, KJV) For those who have family issues and want to follow Jesus Christ, 
Matthew 10:37 in the King James Version reads, "He that loveth father or mother more than 
me is not worthy of me: and he that loveth son or daughter more than me is not worthy of 
me." In other words, you cannot love anyone, not even your family members, more than 
you do Jesus Christ. This may sound harsh, but it is the truth. 

If you choose not to accept Jesus Christ as Lord and Savior, then there is a high price to pay 
for that. You will die in your sins (John 8:24, KJV). Not only will you die in your sins, but 
you will go to hell and be eternally separated from God. Psalm 9:17 in the King James 
Version reads, "The wicked shall be turned into hell, and all the nations that forget God."
